At present the bridge has 10 single track spans. It is 
planned to construct nine additional single track and one 
double track spans. One single track span is scheduled to 
be removed. Each of thenLne single track spans is scheduled 
to be 39*4 meters long, while the double track span is to 
have a length of 79*3 meters. The single track spans are 
scheduled to be completed in 1951* The project would 
require 1,800 tons of steel and will cost an estimated 
3,500,000 eastmarks.

According to 
Swwtet Zone press reports, thr 1 e salvage ships have been employed 
since June 1951 to raise the middle section of the bridge, which 
has a weight of 120 tons. This operation is scheduled to take 
about four weeks, 

A report on this bridge with an attached sketch was transmitted 
previously. The structure is on the most important double-track 
Berlin-larsaw-Brest Litovsk line, which is used by the bulk 
of Soviet transit traffic.
